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Moscow Cites Deliberate 
Alterations in Stalin Talk 


London, May 8 t.P» The Mos­ 
cow Radio said today “a number 
of deliberate alterations and im­ 
precise points” appeared in the 
text of the recent conversation of 
Prime Minister Stalin with Re­ 
publican Leader Harold E. Stas- 
sen, and published by the Ameri­ 
can press. 
The broadcast quoted a long 
and painstaking comparison of the 
texts as published by the Russian 
News Agency Tass and the Eng­ 
lish language translation - but 
the chief differences appeared to 
be variations in the translation of 
words. Tass, for instance, prefer­ 
red the word “collaborate” to “co­ 
operate.” as used in the English 
text, and the word “control” for 
“regulation.” 
Tass termed its version the cor­ 
rect one, saying the transcript 
handed to Stasscn in Moscow was 
the one approved both by himself 
and Stalin. The Tass translation, 
however, paraphrased the inter­ 
view almost entirely, 
making 
virtually impossible a word-for- 
word comparison of the two ver­ 
sions. 
Here are some instances cited 
by Moscow: 
1. According to the American 


text, Stasscn asked Stalin whether 
“these two economic systems (the 
American and Russian) can exist 
together in the same modern 
world in harmony with each 
other.” But Tass said Stasscn 
had asked whether “these two eco­ 
nomic systems could co-exist m 
one world and collaborate with 
each other alter the war.” 
2. Stasscn quoted Stalin as sav­ 
ing “The U. S. and the U.S.S.R. 
systems are different, but we 
didn’t wage war against each 
other and the U.S.S.R. does not 
propose to.” Tass reported merely 
that Stalin said: “The economic 
systems of the U.S.A. and the 
U.S.S.R. were different, but they 
did not fight each other but col­ 
laborated during the war.” Tass 
reported nothing concerning any 
pledge of Russia’s future inten­ 
tions.

GENIUS FINDS A WAY 
George Vlachos-Wei is eight years old, the son 
of a Chinese mother and a Greek lather, brought 
up in the atmosphere of wartim e Shanghai, 
lie 
has two sisters, Madeleine and Sophie. The girls 
were taught to play the piano by refugees who were 
seeking a livelihood in Shanghai. After each lesson, 
little George, beginning at the age of four, played 
what the girls were taught until his genius a t­ 
tracted attention. Today he gives concerts, playing 
Beethoven, Bach, Mozart in a wide repertory. 
George has also composed two works which to 
my amateurish ears possess great merit. 1 talked 
to a pianist in New York who gave him a few les­ 
sons and he insisted that the boy is an authentic 
genius. 
The 
National 
Child 
Welfare 
Association 
of 
China, of which Dr. H. 11. Kung is chairman, sent 
these children to the United States on a good-will 
tour for China, utilizing the services of two G.I.’s 
as agents. That is an extremely unpleasant story 
the details of which are distressing. Suffice it, their 
tour did not come oft and the funds provided were 
dissipated. The children were to Ik* returned to 
China, but friends intervened in the hope that 
they could be kept in this country for education. 
George certainly ought to be saved for his magni­ 
ficent talent. 
Now it has been arranged that all three children 
will play at a concert at midnight on Saturday, 
May 10, at the. State Theatre, Journal Square. 
Jersey City, New Jersey, at the Greek W ar Relief 
Orphans’ Benefit. It would have been more fitting 
that their premiere in the United States be at Car­ 
negie Hall, but the choice was not theirs to make. 
I shall never forget the experience of listening 
to little George play for me at the China House 
here ¿n New York. Somewhat prejudiced against in­ 
fant prodigies. I had anticipated another one of 
those things. Instead, a masterful young man of 
eight played as to the piano born and I could not 
help wondering how true it is that the violet will 
grow in odd places. How this child ol a Shanghai 
mixed m arriage absorbed the musical culture of the 
West, how he brought, to it the delicacy ol the 
East, how, hardly tutored, hr filled his little soul 
with grand music that he can transfer to the keys 
of the piano with the art of a master, is beyond 
mv understanding. 1 supj>ose if is of the order of 
Joyce Kilmer’s line, “But only God can make a 
tree.” 
'loo few children of mixed marriages between 
Oriental and Occidental parents exist to make it 
possible to form a lair judgment of the nature of 
this form of human merging. Of course, the pro­ 
cess has been going on for centuries unnoted by 
the scientists and statisticians. The invasion of 
Europe from Asia has been constant; for that m at­ 
ter the invasion of parts ol Asia from Europe has 
been just as constant, it not over so prolonged a 
period. These invasions invariably altered the racial 
composition ol native peoples. Who knows where 
East begins and West ends? Who knows his grand­ 
father ol ten centuries ago? Racial purity may 
exist somewhere, hut not in any center of popula­ 
tion ol which much is known. 
And so here is this little boy George Vlachos- 
Wei, a Grceo-Chincse, uniting in himself two an­ 
cient cultures of man, an authentic musical genius, 
intellectually, in some respects, very old for his 
years. To me he is not only a wonderful musician 
hut a fascinating human being because ol the mixed 
marriage of his origin. 
We speak of One World, hut we really mean 
govenyrients and politics and instruments of force. 
Is th e re not really a One World of the human 
race, of the children of God who arc more varied 
than different. My first wife’, who was a Chinese 
lady, was a silver medalist of thr» Royal Academy 
of Music ol London. And when I Iqokcd at little 
George, I could not help thinking of how once a 
racial prejudice is ignored, happiness can be found 
among ail the variations of lhe human family. 
Truly, in my F ath er’s house arc many mansions.

GENIUS FINDS A WAV 


George Vlachos-Wei is eight years old, the son 


of a Chinese mother and a Greek father, brought 
up in the atmosphere of wartime Shanghai. 
He 


has two sisters, Madeleine and Sophie. The girls 
were taught to play the piano by refugees who were 
seeking a livelihood in Shanghai. After each lesson, 
little George, beginning at the age of four, played 
what the girls were taught until his genius at- 
tracted attention. Today he gives concerts, playing 
Beethoven, Bach, Mozart in a wide repertory. 


George has also composed two works which to 


my amateurish ears possess great merit. I talked 
to a pianist in New York who gave him a few les- 
sons and he insisted that the boy is an authentic 
genius. 
The National Child Welfare Association of 


China, of which Dr. H. H. Kung is chairman, sent 
these children to the United States on a good-will 
tour for China, utilizing the services of two G.I.'s 
as agents. That is an extremely unpleasant story 
the details of which arc distressing. Suffice it, their 
tour did not come fill and the funds provided were 
dissipated. The children were to be returned to 
China, i)ut friends intervened in the hope that 
they could be kept in this country for education. 
George certainly ought to be saved for his magni- 
ficent talent.

Jersey City, New Jersey, at the Greek War Relief 
Orphans' Benefit.

KEEPING PATIENTS HAPPY 


One of the problems confronting the physician is 


the mailer of visitors to a patient in hospital or 
home. Thorii is no question about the help patients, 
who arc on the way to recovery, receive from the 
visit ol friends who sympathize and arc willing to 
help in tiny way possible. 


What about visitors to a patient who is still 


sick and needs alMiis strength to withstand or fight 
off his ailment? 


With the seriously ill, visitors should only be of 


the patient's family or an intimate friend and their 
stay should be brief. The patient, because he is glad 
to see them, uses his strength to-keep alert and 
take his part in the conversation. But his alertness 
means tenseness and tenseness tires. 


An editorial in "Clinical Medicine" states that 


"as spiritual matters often worry seriously ill, a 
visit from a clerygman of their denomination or 
any clergyman or their choice, has a marked effect 
in cheering them, up, boosting their morale as it 
were." 
The Rev. James H. Murphy of Buffalo states 


that when a patient is out of immediate 'danger but 
still weak, the family, when visiting the patient, 
bring all ihe business and home concerns to .Jhe pa- 
tient. As every family has some worries, great or 
small, Uio patient is bound to think and worry about 
them more, than usual because he or she is not able 
to help matters. The suggestion, then, regarding 
patients not seriously ill but still weak and putting 
up a fight for full recovery, is to inform the mem- 
bers of tha family to be more careful in discussing 
family matters or their visits will be restricted. 


It is known that patients likely to be confined 


in hospital for a considerable time are of two kinds 
(a) those who can entertain themselves by reading, 
playing solitaire, or doing some simple work with 
their hands, and (b) those who have not been ill 
before or to any extent and need to be entertained 
by visitors., the radio or other means. It i.s this lat- 
ter class 
I hat will tax the patience of physicians, 


nurses, attendants and other patients in the same 
room, or nearby room or ward. However, as they 
arc built that way they require consideration but 
not, 
of course, to the extent of causing discomfort 


or annoyance to other patients.

passengers and made them sore, 
when every railroad man ought to 
know that the last thine he needs 
is more enemies. 


Let us not, argue the question 


of the light and heavy cars. Some 
light; care have held together in 
wrecks and the builders 
have 
hopped into print, even planting 
their paltry publicity with Ihe 
press associations, to boast that 
groan past, their sides distended, \ their crates didn't corne apart, 
their doors sagging, the wheels . They weren't so boastful though 
groaning on the axles, deck-loads when one of them was bent into 


•U-shape in a bad smash in Illi- 
nois last year, and the railroad 
mentality that thinks it is good 
publicity to boast about any phase 
of a wreck just shows how com- 
monplace wrecks have become to 
the industry. The public isn't in- 
terested in reassembling the dead 
and prying out the dying from 
light cars or heavy, and the first 
business of the railroad program 
should be to keep the cars on the 
tracks. The passenger who Rets 
there safe and even hours later 
in an old-style, heavy Pullman 
still has an edge over the one 
who was rolled down a gorge into 
strong enough anyway to stand a river in a stainless steel con- 
the strain. Ties arc rolling, spikes ! foction with stripes on the out- 
are loose and battered rails are ' • - 
tired and crumbling. Inspection 
and good maintenance ought to 
spot this decay, but instead they 
give way and reveal their decrepi- 
tude only in mournful but more 
and more perfunctory accounts of 
new disasters. 


This condition hasn't 
existed 


since the experimental days at 
high speed, and even the bloody 
smashups of the match-box pas- 
senger cars which aroused a cam- 
paign .for steel construction were 
less frequent 
than the current 
wrecks, though they were more 
brutal in their sacrifice of life. 


The railroad men and the pas- 
sengers and crews arc victims of a 
stubborn and stupid determination 
to run trains faster than they 
would go if the managers obeyed 
their intelligence and didn't: feel 
bound to out-speed one another 
and compete with aviation. Im- 
mediately after the war, and with 
their new -equipment only "on or- 
der," they cut many hours off 
the schedules of fast passenger 
trains on long hauls, knowing that 
their cars wore decrepit jalopies 
that ought to be gentled, not 
abuseS, and knowing that their 
track 
maintenance was 
never 


worse. Thft was a time to he hon- 
est and explain that, in the in- 
terests of safety, they would take 
more time, not less, and to apolo- 
gize for sloppy, badly used coaches 
and sleepers instead of talking 
dream-stuff 
about

A nsw er: Introduce all new foods 
in very small portions— 1 -

II. Gordon Self ridge, 83, 
111 of Pneumonia 


London. May 8 
—11. Gordon 
Selfridge, Wisconsin-born founder 
of a l^ondon merchandising for­ 
tune, died today at his home. He 
was 83. 
Selfridge i n t r o d u c e d many 
American merchandising methods 
to London. 
He began his cnrcer at the age 
of 15 with the firm that was to 
become Marshall Field's. He ob­ 
tained an interest in the business 
and at 39 had accumulated a for­ 
tune so that he could retire in 
1903 
and 
pursue 
his 
hobbies, 
travelling, collecting art objects 
and reading. 
In 1909, however, he established 
the first department store in Eu­ 
rope -Selfridge’s on Oxford street, 
Ixindon, and soon became known 
as "the Marshall Field of Eng­ 
land.” 
His death came after a short 
illness of bronchial* pneumonia, at 
his home in Putney, fashionable 
residential district in southwest 
London. 
Selfndge was bom in Ripon, 
Wis., January 11, 1864. He got a 
brief 
education 
in 
the 
public 
schools of Jackson, Mich., and 
went to work at the age of 10, 
after the death of his father. 
For five years he did odd jobs 
and then, in 1879, went to work 
for F ield. Lirter and Company in 
(Chicago.

Let us assume that when you 
were young, you were captured 
by some crows. 
Could you ever learn to talk 
and act like a crow? Probably 
not. 
But a crow, when captured as 
a tot, learns to act mighty like 
a human, says Dr. Gross. 
“Pet 
crows,” 
he 
says, 
“arc 
known to possess unusual ability 
to imitate the sounds of the human 
voice. They readily m aster such 
simple words as ‘Mama,’ ‘Papa,’ 
Hello,’ ‘Howdydo.’ 
Perfect on Laugh 
“Human laughter is often imi­ 
tated to perfection.” 
T hat’s because the crow, like 
the parrot, has a complete set of 
voice muscles. 
Okay. But does that make him a 
smarty-pants? 
“Henry Ward Beecher,” notes 
Dr. Gross, apparently with ap­ 
proval, “said that if men could

| wings, very few would be clever 
enough to be crows.”

Clarke of Utica, N. Y. 
Dr. Clarke, a pediatrician and 
allergist, described several eases 
in which children became happy 
and well-balanced after the al­ 
lergy was discovered 
and cor­ 
roded T h e n allergies wen* caused 
by s o m e kinds ol food, pollen, or 
dust. 


These, *he said, were cases in 
Which 
allergic 
reactions 
occur 
within the brain or central nerv­ 
ous system. They may result in 
muscle spasm, lluid in the brain 
producing 
headaches, 
vomiting, 
dizziness, 
convulsions, and psy­ 
chotic changes in mentality. 
Dr. Clarke told of a 15-year-old 
hoy who had frequent temper out­ 
bursts. and 
attacks 
resembling 
petit 
mal epilepsy. 
His family 
showed a history of asthma and 
hay fever. 'Bests showed the hoy 
was sensitive to oats and wheat, 
and when 
these were removed 
from his diet the boy’s “entire a t­ 
titude toward life changed.”

Foods to 
which he was sensitive were re- 
| moved from his diet, Dr. Clarke 
i said, and the hoy returned to 
j school.

the pairs in any average duplicate 
gam e would miss the play. 
W est wins the first two rounds 
of hearts and continues w ith the 
third heart, which declarer trum ps. 
Now if declarer m akes the m istake 
of laying down the ace of trum ps, 
W est shows out and South has to 
lose a spade trick. 
When holding five to the ace- 
king opposite four to the queen, 
or any sim ilar combination such 
as five to the ace-queen opposite 
lour to the king, the only chance 
of losing a trick is when one op­ 
ponent 
holds 
all 
four 
missing 
trtumps. If West holds the four 
trum ps, there is no way to keep 
him from m aking at least one 
spade trick. 
Therefore declarer’s only pro­ 
tection is to guard against four in 
the East hand, and he m ust lead a 
small spade to the single honor in 
dummy. If both opponents follow, 
there is no problem. W hen W est 
shows out, declarer leads the nine 
of spades from dummy. E ast cov­ 
ers with tho ten and South wins 
with the king.

Clay Tails Troops 
Ceaee Must lie H on 


F ra n k fu rt, M ay 8 </P)— In a 
radio address m arking the sec­ 
ond anniversary of the Nazi 
surrender, Gen. Lucius D. Clay 
last night told Am erican occu­ 
pation troops that “the peace 
must lie won” and asked them 
to dedicate them selves to that 
task.
